One 
of the last acts of the expiring legisla- 
tive body was to swear in the Fayette 
county senator, who succeeds A. K. 
Sisson of Erie to one of the hlghent 
positions in that body. 


Senator Cyrus E. Woods ol 
West- 


moreland county held ibis position for 
a number of years, but in a brief in- 
terim the honor went to the Erie 
county man, to return to the South- 
western section of the State upon the 
election of Senator Crow of Fayette. 
Si ace going to the State Senate a few 
years ago Senator Crow has forged 
to the Iront and is now recognized as 
one of the most able and influential 
men in that august, body. 


The Republican moriibers mt;t 
iu 


caucus last night and nominated Sen 
atcr Crow for President pro tern. Sen- 
timint in his favor -MLS strong and at 
noon the Senate formally elected him 
to the position. He was sworn in im 
mediately. 


The Senate was in session 
until 


4:35 this morning and the House until 
4:JQ. Then an adjournment 
to 10 


o'clock was necessitated by the fact

One ot the last bills passed by the 


Senate was an appropriation of ?300, 
000 for the improvement of the Na 
tional Pike, which passes through Fay 
ctte and "Washington counties. This 
appropriation was promptly concurred 
to by the House and is now up to Gov- 
ernor Stuart for his riguature. Sena 
tor Crow -was one of the most inSuen 
lial Legislators tc act in behalf of this 
appropriation and it was principally 
due to his efforts that passage was so 
cured at the eleventh hour. 


Thirteen hundred Wlls were intro- 


duced to the House and 630 in the Sen- 
ate, but leys than 700 of those intro- 
duced ever became members of Penn- 
sylvania's large family of laws. The 
great majority were chilled or smoth- 
ered out of the State, .ind most people 
will admire this feature of tha session. 


The genera] legisla:ion was small, 


and with the exception ot the School 
Code bill and the Stut.rt road bill are 
not of general importance.
